Report on Christian Education. 


There. are four colleges within the state which ure owned 
and controlled by Baptists, viz: Mississippi College, Clinton ; 
Woman’s College, Hattiesburg; Biue Mountain College, 
Blue Mountain; and Clarke College, Newton. Bach of 
thece colleges report through the papers this year an overflow- 
ing attendance and a better outlook for the future than ever 
before. Mississippi College during the first week of the session 
enrolled 490 men, and that is at least 100 more than have ever . 
before entered the college the first week of the session. The 
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lege and the raising of the $100,000.00 Centennial Fund. 
Mississippi College is a member of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges which places it on an equal with the highest 
Universities of the south. 

Woman’s College now occupies the same honor. Blue 
Mountain soon will, as she has just about raised her endowment 
of $200,000.00. Thus making Mississippi the first state to have 
three denominational colleges reaching the A 1 standard. Clark 
College is a standard Junior College These institutions are 
similar to the state schools in that they offer the same advan- 
tages in Science, Art and Mus‘e. They differ from state insti- 
tutions in that (1) they are owned and controlled by Baptists; 
(2) each member of the faculty isa believer in God and His 
son Jesus Christ: (3) the bible is taught and interpreted to the 
students as Baptists believe it; (4) students are enabled to see 
God as He is properly related to creation; (5) in so far as is 
possible a christian atmosphere is maintained. We believe these 
advantages are essential for the making of the right kind of 
character. Therefore, your committee urges each and every 
Baptist to support your own schools in every way possible, so 
as to give our young people these advantages.

The report on Church Dicipline was read by H. T. Shivers. 
Afier being discussed by H. T. Shivers, Dr. P. I.. Lipsey and 
Rev. C. H. Mize, was adopted as follows: 


Report on Church Discipline. 

In the Bible, which Baptist have declared to be their only 
rule of faith and practice, we have every direction necessary for 
our governemat in this feature of our church policy. 

It is evident from the number of references in the New 
Testament made by Christ and His Apostles on the snbject of 
“Chureh Diseipline,’’ that such discipline is essential to a vigo- 
rous and wholesome church life. But, sorry to say, in our 
day this exercise is almost wholely discounted. Such neglect 
of the reproofs, rebukes and corrections enjoined by the Serip- 
ture tends to lower the standard of true Godliness and obseures 
the light of the charch. " 

Chareh Discipline, as enjoined by the word of God, em- 
braces two classes of offenders: The first is the personal or 
private offence. Such an offence as may be settled by the in- 
dividuals who may disagree. This class is referrsd to by our 
Lord in Matthew 5: 23-25 and in a similar case the proper pro- 
eedure is given in Matt. 18:°15-17. The one or two witnesses 
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in this case are not appointed by the church, but privately, on 
: the request of the aggrieved party and willing to assist him in 
PT bringing about @ reconciliation. But in case the offenders re- 
fuse to hear and heed the counsel of their brethren, the case is 
brought before the church. It then falls in the second class of 
offenders, which are the general or publie, that is, affecting the 
whole body. 
In this class of offences we are admonished in Galations 6: 
1-2, to bring about a restoration to confidence, and by love to 
fulfill the law of Christ. The ehureh by prayer, a councel and 
‘general discipline, seeks to reclaim the erring member. 
But if the trespass is persisted in, the church is directed in 
2nd Thessalonians 3: 6, to withdraw from such and as in Matt. 
18: 17, ‘Let him be unto you as a heathen and a pubican.,’ 
Phi Amputation of a diseased member, both physieal and spiritual,’ 
sometimes is necessary to the preservation of life—see Cor, XII: 
26. The sa.ne principle is taught in Matt. V: 29-30. When 
our Loed was on earth He cleansed the temple. He would have 
His people keep a clean house for the Lord.

Report on Prohibition. 

This subject is almost as large as the universe. It is a 
national wide question to say the least of it. Why the question 
of prohibition has been under consideration or advertisement 
since the colonial days and more especially since the territorial 
government of Mississippi was established in <A. D., 1798. 
During the year 1798 Mr. Winthrop Sargent was appointed the 

~ frst territorial governor by the President of the United States, 

who also appointed at the same time Messrs. Peter Bruin, Dan- 

iet Tilton and William MeGuire Judges with equal rank. These 

four constituted the Legislatare of the Missi«sippi territory, and 

the first session of the Legislative body was held January 22 to 

_= May 25, 1799. At the first session of the Legislature laws were 

~~ passed restricting the sale of intoxicating liquors by that small 

legislative body composed of three Judges and the Governor.

Facts about the consumption of domestic and imported 
whiskey in the year 1915: The number of gallons consumed in 
the United States iu that year was 127,159,098; the wine eon- 
sumed in that year was 32,911,909 gallons; and the beer con- 
sumed was 143,03%,486 gallons, and yet we talk of hard times, 
and no wonder, when there has been more money spent in the 
United States in one year for wive, whiskey and beer than has 
Leen spent in sending the Gospei i 
might take this view of it and say, lo 
from the sale of intoxicatir According to the best 
statisticians and coart records it costs the U §., $5.00 in court 
cost to make one dollar, saying nothing of the horrible crimes 
committed, ‘the broken hearted wives and mothers. 

In 1910 there was a population in Mississippi of 1,797,114 
persons and out of that number 2,283 were criminals serving 
terms in the state prison as a result of dealing in and drinking 
any and all kinds of liquors. In the same year we had 1,978 
inmates in the Insane Hospitals which statisticians and doctors 
say that their insanity was due to alcoholic drinks. Also in 
1910 with onr large population of 1,797,114, we had 436 . Pan- 
pers in the various counties, which paupers the counties had to 
support. In the year 1915 we had in Mississippi 611,119 chil- 
dren of school age of whieh number 469,137 were enrolled in 
school, leaving 142,082 poor children who were denied school 
advantages on account of the hellish whiskey trafic. 

Judge A. G. Mayers certified that in less than one year the 
number of true bills found in his court had been reduced from 
forty-three to ten, with a term of court lasting only four days. 

Since the bone dry !aw and the elimination of all legalized 
saloons crime and court costs have been reduced 50 per cent, 
-We have better equipped schools, longer terms and more pupils. 
We have approximately 35,090,000 high school students as com- 
pared with about 15,000,000 ten years ago. The religion of 
Jesus Christ is making more progress now than ever before in 
the history of christianity. 

Any fair minded man can see that alcoholic liquors are a 
curse to the world and christianity. 
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We do not need more prohibition laws, but a drastic en- 
forcement of the ones we have. Brethren, I would that this 
Association, this body of represeniatives of the church of Jesus 
Christ, go on record as being opposed to the whiskey traffic in 
every form and as a body of men who will stand by our officers 
in strict law enforcement. The bootlegger and moonghiner — 
must be caught. They can be, They will be, for they must 
be stopped from trafficing in the character and souls of our 
boys and girls.

Sixteen years ago it 
began its work in a small frame building with a few beds and 
nurses. Now we have a splendid building supplied with eighty- 
three beds and thirty-two noble girls in training, a splendid 
well firnished nurses home, a first class chemical labratory, an 
up to date X-Ray machine, a splendid working staff of physi- 
cians, surgeons and specialists. 

There is an average of fifty patients cared far daily. About 
one-fifth of this number are charity patients. As the Hospital 
has no resources from which to draw except the profits on pay 
patients and gifts of the people, it is impossible to do the char- 
ity work we would like to have done; so let us hear the call 
from silent lips, ‘Come Over and Hely Us.’’

| The Laymen’s Movement. 


The Laymen’s Work, as I understaud it, differs from other 
0: ganized divisions of church work, in that it has no Board to 
direct its activities. It is rather a volunteer effort. 

; Some years ago Dr. Henderson, I believe, was placed at 
the head of this work and spent a world of thought and effort 
in trying to get across to the men contingent of the Baptist 
churches the idea that an immense amount of christian work 
can be accomplished through the efforts of Laymen. Since then 
the notion has been filtering throngh the minds of charch men 
that they can materially aid the progress of church work by 
giving more of their ability and time to the stirring up of the 
church folks as to the need of humanity. 

While men, on the whole have been timid in taking a lead 
in evangelization of the world, yet within the last few years 
strong lay preachers have been developed. If statistics could 
be gathered many conversions could be traced to the efforts of 
the lay-preachers- Also the championing of the cause of right 
by laymen has been effective in the lax times of the last decade. 
It has been wholesome, indeed, to see church men standing 
posers against wrong and for the right during these latter 

ays. | . 

But to my mind the greacest good accomplished thus far 
and the greatest open field for endeavor is the practical busi- 
ness side of Christianity and Church life The enlistment of 
laymen from all walks of civil and business life into active 
church work has brought with them the experiences of every 
day life and methods of business much. needed by churches. 

Men who are able to put over the business of modern times 
are most likely the fellows needed to put over the business side 
of the church. For the past few years it has been no uncommon 
thing to hear or read of some laymen bringing forward business 
plans for the carrying on of the work of God. It has been de- 
lightfal to the ministry to see men from the cougregation take 
the pulpit aad advocate business methods in handling church 
affairs. Some of the strongest advocates of the tithe are lay- 
men. They carry vonviction to their fellows. » 

There are many starting points for the.r work. There are 


many fields ready for them. One of the greatest works of the 


ministry would be to locate these fields and bring them to the 
attention of capable, Godly laymen. They will work and will 
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accomplish, but they need the assistance of the pastors in get- 
ting started. 

A few things done by laymen would be well told. The ef- 
forts of the various ‘‘Flying Squadrons’’ will goon andon. A 
few nights ago at a nearby town 350 reported at prayer meeting 
as a result of a drive made by the Men’s Bible Class. Won- 
derful, indeed, has been the accomplishments of the various 
organized Bible Classes throughout the country. I see a strong 
desire to aid the weaker churches arising from a sensitized body 
of laymen in the larger charehes. With-a still higher develop- 
ment of laymen it will soon be much easier to get over ehurch 
programs. 

I am confidently expecting, sometime in the future, through 
the development of a finer sense of christian duty in the laymen, 
in connection with other operating church forces, so much ac- 
celeration will have been given the forward movement of chris- 
tianity that the kingdom of God will be ushered in,

Report ou State Missions read by J. M. Armstrong. The 
reports were discussed by Rev. W.S. Landrum and J. M. Arm-, 
strong and adopted, as follows: 


Report on Foreign Missions. 


The Foreign Mission work of Southern Baptists is carried 
on through the Foreign Mission Board, located at Riehmond, 
Virginia. This Board is the child of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, which Convention elects its officers each year. 
This Board has been organized and doing this work for 81 
years, and is now supervised by General Secretary J. F. Love. 

The Foreign Mission Board is doing active work in the fol- 
lowing countries: Africa, Argentena, North Brazil, South 
Brazil, North and South China, Clilea, Hungary, Italy, Japan, 
Jago Slava, Mexico, Palestine, Syria, Rumania and Spain. 

This has developed into a most remarkable activity with 
1215 active chareches—577 of them being se!f supporting, with 
3247 out stations, having 13269 baptisms last year. These 
churches have a membership of 140488, 818 schools are con- 
troled by the Foreign Mission Board in the abovs foreign lands, 
with au attendance of 76991 papils. Thure 198 men and 330 
women missianaries sent to this work by this Board. Then, 
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fee are 590 ordained native preachers, with 2054 unordained © 
elpers. 

The Board owns and operates for the carrying on of higher 
educational work, 6 colleges, with 1060 students, and 20 theo- 
logica' schools with 480 students. 

There are 929 altogether of these schools with a grand 
total of 36893 stadents ander the supervision of this Board. 

This is a most wonderful work, and while the Board spent 
$3,777,554.64 last year in carrying on this work, we did not 
have half enough, and lots of the work had to be partially aban- 
doned for want of funds. The fields are broadening and the 
doors are opening on every side inviting us to send more 
missionaries. i 

The field is truly white unto the harvest. May we not, as 
a denomination, do our whole duty? Let each Baptist com- 
posing the Lawrence County ‘Association, ask himself the 
question: what part have I in that work, and-how much have 
I caused the Lord’s work to suffer? t

Report on Home Missions. 


Our denominational papers have given most hearty com- 
mendation of the Home Mission work for the past year. The 
Board made a glorious report to the Southern Baptist Conyen- .. 
tion in Houston, Texas, last May. 

Notwithstanding the receipts were $100,000 short of the 
previous year, the year’s work was most gratifying.. Conver- 
sions and baptisms were numerous.. The Home Board has for 
years been recognized as probably the greatest single evange-. 
lizing agency in America. Also the report of the Board shows er 
a most gratifying tendency towards self support. Mission 
stations and weak churches helped by the Board are in tarn 
giving liberally to our denomination work—beneficiaries thus 
becoming benefactors. 

Since the Convention met in Houston eleven years ago, the 
work of the Home Mission Board has -gone steadily forward. 
Since that time, the workers—independent and cooperative— 
of ihe Home Mission Board have delivered 1,794,408 “sermons 
and addresses; conducted more than 149,480 priyer meetings; 
made 3,069,975 religious visits; have added to the charshes 
through baptism 405,796 members; total additions, 652,312; 
voluuteers’ for Christian service, 121,895; constituted 2,123 
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eburches; built or improved 4,696 houses of worship; orga- 
nized 7,148 Sunday schools; distributed 309,753 Bibles and 
Testaments ; circulated 53,537,829 pages of religious tracts. A 
great record. indeed. 

The Board is laboring unde: a heavy debt contracted not 
from plunging, but from a redaction in receipts for five years 
past. Retrenchment of the severest sort has been exercised each 
year. It will be almost sui¢idal for us to enforce further re- 
trenchment in this great work. This report may well be closed 
by a brief statdment fro.n the last annual report of the Board: 

“This is the greatest hour for Aome Missions in the history 
of our country. The problems were never so acute, the de- 
mands so urgent, the opportunities so great and the obligations 
so overwhelming. This conviction is growing with thoughtful 
persons who realize the significance of America for the salva- 
tion of the world. America constitutes at once the greatest 
field and force in ali the world for Christian civilization. Chris- 
tian statesmen everywhere are beginning to realize this. Prob- 
lems at home are as serious and complicated as those beyond the

Repurt on Bapiist Orphanage. 


Our Baptist Orphanage located at Jackson, Miss., is our 
institation established and maintained to provide for the home- 
less and destitute orphan children of Mississippi. It is sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary contributions from the churches 
and Sunday schools of our Baptist people: 

We are caring for each year on an average of 175,185 children, 
taking the children of broken down mothers and indigent fa- 
thers for such a time as is necessary for them to get on. their 
feet and have the children back. 

Our children are provided with comfortable quarters, a 
wholesome living and training along all lines of life. The ef- 
forta of the management being to fit them for homemakers, 
homekeepers and good citizens 
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The care of our children is a most splendid work, and we 
commend it heartily to all our Baptist people. Our churches 
that are contributing through the budget are in that way con- 
tributing to the support of the Orphanage, and we would urge 
that churches not contributing through the budget plan to make 
specia! offerings for the support and training of our children. 

We learn that the ‘Orphanage is now within the city limits 
of Jackson and cut off from the county schools that the children 
have been attending, so for the present they will have to take 
eare of their own school except for the high school grades. 
This will be an added expense of about $3,000 which must be 
taken care of in our contributions. 

We would suggest that our people watch out for the freo 
ears that will ran the last of November. They will be adver; 
tised through the papers and all churches near enough to these 
free cars can send their farm produce, such as corn, peas, pea- 
nuts, syrup, canned goods, cured meats, turnips, dried fruits. 
Anything grown on the farm that can be used in a private home 
ean be used here. 

The ladies may also take advantage of these free cars to 
send their Thanksgiving boxes.

Report on Ministerial Relief. 


The Relief and Annuity Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, through its relief fund and ‘ts annuity fund, is 
grabbling with a great and growing problem of providing for 
ministers, their widows and dependent orphans in the best pos-, 
sible way. This Board-is located in Dallas, Texas, and has 
made rapid progress in the work committed to it and there is a 
growing appreciation of its work on the part of the brother- 
hood throughout the south, 

The permanent relief fund is still under $600,000.00 and 
the relief beneficiaries are receiving on an averags less than 
$150.00'per year. To provide properly for nearly 1200 benefi- 
ciaries of this sum, the Boaad mast have a very much larger 
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income. Still the amount that we now distribute to aged and 
infirm ministers and to widows and dependent orphans of min- 
isters is bringing peace of mind and a degree of comfort to these 
denominational wards that is justifiably gratifying. 

Members of the annuity fund who have reached their sixty- 
eighth birthday or who have become permanently disabled, are 
receiving the maximum amount promised in the membership 
certificate, namely, $500.00 per year. 

The action of the Southern Baptist Convention, which met 
in Houston, Texas, in May last, in adopting the New, Service 
Annuity Plan, as recommended by the special Laymen’s Com- 
mittee and by The Relief and Annuity Board itself, has been 
hailed with great satisfaction by thoisands of our miaisters and 
by the brotherhood generally, The provisions of this plan mark 
a distinct advance in the work of Ministerial Relief and the ear- 
rying out of these provisions will give to every particular min- 
ister, the widows aud dependent orphans of particular ministers, 
within the boun4s of the Southera Baptist Convention, a sup- 
port worthy of our great denomination when they sba!l come to 
require it by reason of age. physical disability or dependency. 

Some of the outstanding features of the New Service Plan 
are as follows: , 

1. An age annuity available at sixty-five for every active 
minister- This plan builds to a retirement annuity of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the average salary on a basis of thirty-five 
years of service, i. e., on a basis of an average salary of $2400.- 
00 there will be eventually given an annuity of $1200.00 and so 
on. There will be guaranteed to every active minister partici- 
pating in this plan, a maximum of 50 per cent of his average 
salary up to $600.00. Three fifths of the retirement annuity 
will be continued to the widow. i 

2. Total permanent disrbility prior to the age of sixty-five 
will entitle the participant to an annuity amounting to 40 per 
cent of kis average annual salary, during the five years preced- 
ing aisability. F 

3. There will be a death benefit to the widow, after the 
first year of membership, a.nounting to 75 per cent of the cur- 
rent year’s salary of the minister, but not to exceed $1,000.00. 

4. Minor children of disabled ministers will participate in 
this plan to receive $100.00 a year each, up to age of eighteen 
with certain educational allowances up to age of twenty-one.

' We learn that the Orphanage is now within the sity limits 
of Jackson and cut off from the county schools that the children 
have been attending, so for the present they will have to take 
care of their own school except for the high sehool grades. 
This will be an added expense of about $3,000 which must be 
taken care of in our contributions. 

We would suggest that our people watch out for the freo 
ears that will run the last of November. They will be adver- 
tised through the papers and all churches near enough to these 
free cars can send their farm produce, such as corn, peas, pea- 
nuts, syrap, canned goods, cured meats, turnips, dried fruits. 
Anytbing grown on the farm that can be used in a private home 
can be used here. 

The ladies may also take advantage of these free cars to 
send their Thanksgiving boxes.

Report on Ministerial Relief. 


he Relief and Annuity Board of the Sonthern Baptist 
~ Convention, through its relief fund and ‘ts aunuity fond, is 
grabbling with a great and growing problem of providing for 
ministers, their widows and dependent orphans in the best pos- 
sible way. This Board is located in Dallas, Texas, and has 
made rapid progress in the work committed to it and there is 
growing appreciation of its work on the part of the brothet. 
hood throughout the south. 

The permanent relief fund is still under $600,000.00 and 
the relief beneficiaries are receiving on an averags less than 
$150.00 per year. To provide properly for nearly 1200 benefi- 
ciaries of this sum, the Boaad mnst have a very much larger 
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income. Still the amount that we now distribute to aged and 
infirm ministers and to widows and dependent orphans of min- 
isters is bringing peace of mind and a degree of comfort to these 
denominational wards that is justifiably gratifying. 

Members of the annuity fund who have reached their sixty- 
eighth birthday or who have become permanently. disabled, are 
receiving the maximum amount promised in the membership 
certificate, namely, $500.00 per year. 

The action of the Southern Baptist Convention, which met 
in Houston, Texas, in May last, in adopting the New, Service 
Annuity Plan, as recommended by the special Laymen’s Com- 
mittee and by The Relief and Annuity Board itself, has been 
hailed with great satisfaction by thoisands of our ministers and 
by the brotherhood generally, The provisions of this plan mark 
a distinct advance in the work of Ministerial Relief and the car- 
rying out of these provisions will give to every particular min- 
ister, the widows aud dependent orphans of particular ministers, 
within the boun‘ts of the Southera Baptist Convention, a sup- 
port worthy of our great denomination when they shall come to 
require it by reason of age. physical disability or dependency. 

Some of the outstanding features of the New Service Flan 
are as follows: ; 

1. An age annuity available at sixty-five for every active 
minister. This plan build. to a retirement annuity of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the average salary on a basis of thirty-five 
yearé of service, i. e., on a basis of an average salary of $2400.- 
00 there will be eventually given an annuity of $1200.00 and so 
on. There will be guaranteed to every active minister partici- 
pating in this plan, a maximum of 50 per cent of his average 
salary up to $600.00. Three fifths of the retirement annuity 
will be continued to the widow. 

2. Total permanent disrbility prior to the age of sixty-five 
will entitle the participant to an annuity amounting to 40 per 
cent of bis average annual salary, during the five years preced- 
ing aisability. 

3. There will be a death benefit to the widow, after the 
first year of membership, a.nounting to 75 per cent of the cur- 
rent year’s salary of the minister, but not to exceed $1,000.00. 

4. Minor children of disabled ministers will participate in 
this plan to receive $100.00 a year each, up to age of eighteen 
with certain educational allowances up to age of twenty-one.

By-Laws of Lawrence County 
Association, 


1. This associatin shali consist of delegates chosen by the 
church to which they respectivety belong, and shall be styled 
the Lawrence County Association. 


2. Such delegates shall be members in good standing, and 
no member under church censure shall be allowed a seat in the 
association. 

8. They shall produce letters certifying their appointment 
by their respective churches and stating the number baptized, 
received by letter, dismissed, excluded and deceased during the 
preceeding associational year, with the total number in fellow- 
-_~ and such other statistical matters as the association may 

irect, 


4. This association shall have a moderator and clerk who 
shall be annually chosen by ballot of the members present. Said 
moderator and clerk shal! fill their respective places, if present, 
at the succeeding association till a new election takes place, and 
while in office shall discharge the duties appertaining to these 
offices. 


5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the associa- 
tion they shall petition by letter and delegates, and if orthordox 
and orderly, shall be received, and the moderator shall recognize 
them by giving the delegates the right hand of fellowship in 
behalf of the body. 


6. Every church shall be allowed four delegates and no 
more until her number shall reach one hundred, and one dele- 
gate for every additional fifty me.nbers thereafter. 


7. The association shall neither answer nor debate any 
query on gospel doctrine except it be to merely explain the 
meaning of the Articles of Faith of this association. 

8. Every motion made in order and seconded, shall be 
reduced to writing if requested by any member and shall be 
considered by the association unless withdrawn by the mover 
before discussion. 

9. If any proposition or motion under debate contains two 
or more points it. shall be divided at the request of any member 
and the vote taken on each point seperately. 





10. Only one member speak at a time, who shall rise 
from his seat ard address the m Senge He shall confine him- 
self to the subject properly in» no réflections on ths 
association or any member the f and <7. not be interrupted 
while speaking. 

11. No person shall speak more — twice upon the same 
sabject without leave of the 

12. The moderator sha!! have the ‘petites of speaking on 
any question in debate, the chair being previously filled. He 
shall rise from his seat to pat the question to the body. 

13. The modrator shall décide questions of order, but ap- 
peal from such decision may be taken to the whole tiody, ‘which 
shall be decided without debate. 

14. A majority of the members present shall be necessary 
to carry any proposition ‘or motion, 4nd the toderator shall 
vote as other members when the question is taken, and in the 
case of a tie, the motion is lost. 

15. Oommittees shall be appointed by the moderator, sub- 
ject to approval of the association. 

16.' There shall be no talking or whispering while a 
brother is speaking. 

17. No brother shall finally depart from the association 
without leave from the body. 

‘18. The names of the delegates shall be enrolled by the 

e'erk and called over whenever necessary. 

19. Minutes shall be read carefully and corrected if neces- 
sary, and signed by the moderator and clerk before the associa- 
tion rises. 

20. A motion for final adjournment shall be construed to 
embrace the previous reading aad adoption of the minutes. 

21. The association shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 

22. Immediately after the organization of the association 
the tules of order shal! be distinctly read by order of the mod- 
écator. 

23. The foregoing articles shall be subject to alteration or 
amendment at any regular meeting of the association by # ma- 
jority of the delegates. 


‘24. This association shall have a progiam committee con- 
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sisting of the moderator and clerk of the association; whose uty 
it shall be to prepare a program for the association and’ publish 
same at least two. weeks before the association. shall.meet. 

25. This association shall have an ‘Executive ' Board ’con- 
sisting of one member from each chureh ; said *member sliall be 
elected by the church; the officers of this association and pastors — 
of churches when not actual members shall be considered advis- 
ory members without power to vote. This Board shall have 
quarterly meetings at which not only business shall be trans- 
acted, but an inspirational service hele. 


26. At each convention of. the association there shall be 
preached ut least one doctrinal sermon. 


Rules of Decorum. 


First, This association acknowledges that each church is 
an independent body and possesses the sole right to exercise and 
control its own affairs, and, therefore, this association has no 
right or power to interfere with the internal rights and privi 
leges of churches comprising its body. but may withdraw from 


any church which may hold false doctrines or tolerate immoral 
practices. 

Second, The object of this association shall be to promote 
fellowship and harmony among churches and to advance the 

r’s kingdom by furnishing a means of uniting all the 
churches of*this association in contributing of their means to 
the support of our denominational interests, such as denomina- 
tional schools, orphans homes, and missions, State, home and 
foreign. 

Third, This association may maintain a fmiendly corres- 
pondence when convenient with other religious bodies of the 
same faith and order. 

Fourth, Ministers of the gospel in good standing, though 
not delegates, may be invited to seats in the association, but 
not to have the privilege of voting. 

Fifth, This association may appoint any person or persons 
by and with their consent to transact any business it may deem 
necessary. 

Sixth, This association may adjourn to any time and place 
it may think proper. 

Seventh, This association shall keep a record of their pro- 








ceedings and have them printed when necessary. 
Eighth, This association shal! have a fund and elect annu- 
ally. treasurer to take charge of it, who shall account to the 
association for moneys which shall come into his ands for the 
use of the aesociation. 
Ninth, This association form its own by-laws and reg- 
ulate - own proceedimgs in such a manner as it may deem ex-
